M his weekend, downtown Santa Ana 
B will host OC Pride, the county’s 
premier celebration of LGBT 
everything. Its growth is a testament to 
the willpower of the community and its 
allies to carve a place for themselves in 
a county notorious for gay-bashing on 
almost every level imaginable. On that 
note, next year marks the 25th anniver¬ 
sary of one of the worst moments of that 
uneasy history: the holding of the first 
gay-pride event in Orange County (in 
Santa Ana’s Centennial Park), a celebra¬ 


tion marked by rancid abuse hurled at 
attendees by Christian fundamentalists, 
tolerated by the city’s politicians and 
police department. 

We’ll do an oral history of that 
important OC moment for next year’s 
Pride Issue. This time around, we 
wanted to hand the keyboard over to 
longtime activists and Weeklings who 
have seen OC evolve from a place with 
a vibrant—if deeply closeted—gay scene 
to a region where LGBT folks are more 
proudly out than ever before, no longer 


willing to take any abuse whatsoever. 

It’s a beautiful set of remembrances 
by those who have fought at the front 
lines, along with a piece by the Center 
OC’s Kevin O’Grady looking toward 
the future. And wondering what this 
important collection has to do with 
the salacious cover of two hot women 
kissing solely for titillating reasons? 
You’ll have to go over to our Navel 
Gazing blog to read my essay on the 
matter. Enjoy, and see you at Pride!

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I hen I arrived in OC from Los 
Angeles in 2000, the Pride 
Festival had been banned in 
Santa Ana, and other than some cocktail and 



dinner parties in the fine homes of Human 
Rights Council’s dues-paying members, I 
was unaware of any grassroots organizing in 
the local LGBT community Thankfully, my 
friends, longtime OC passion warriors Jeff 
LeTourneau and Dave Barton, disabused me 
early on of the notion that local LGBT activ¬ 
ism was born from Proposition 8. 

Admittedly, I was not searching it out. 
When I met my now-wife Karla in 2001, 
we spent most of our time creating our 
version of the Real Lesbian Jewish/Black 
Housewives of Orange County. When we 
decided to get married, we knew we’d 
have to start giving back, especially once 
we started seeing groups of fancy yellow- 
shirted Prop. 8 supporters taking over our 
street corners with their fancy yellow signs. 

After Prop. 8 passed, it made sense to 
start organizing with the activists who 
had been showing up at phone banks and 
protests. So we formed the Orange County 
Equality Coalition (OCEC). We had meet¬ 
ings; guest speakers (including Dan Choi); 
conferences; and a rally for every day, eve 
or night of every Prop. 8 court decision that 
occurred over the next five years, with a 
few in between to keep up appearances. 
This post-Prop. 8 grassroots wave con¬ 
nected us across the state and the country 
and provided many of us with an educa¬ 
tion in community organizing. By the time 


the Supreme Court of the United States 
announced its decisions on DOMA and 
Prop. 8 in May, we could plan a rally in one 
night (with maybe a few calls, emails and 
the brow sweat of folks in the group trying 
to stop the county from extorting thou¬ 
sands of dollars from us to have our event 
on the steps of the old OC Courthouse). 

By the most recent Prop. 8 rally, it was 
clear we had a diverse LGBT and allied 
community that was connected and full of 
pride. Given this progress—and that we had 
a diverse panel of rally speakers including 
so many faith leaders that Lou Sheldon 
would have plotzed—there were no trans¬ 
gender or people of color in our planning 
group. As we move forward, I hope that 
every aspect of our organizing is more rep¬ 
resentative of the entire community. 

Still, it’s difficult to deny we have come a 
long way. Santa Ana is hosting Pride again, 
and it was the first city in the county to offi¬ 
cially recognize Harvey Milk Day. At this 
year’s celebration. Milk’s protege, founder 
of the AIDS Quilt and lifelong activist 
Cleve Jones spoke at Cal State Fullerton, 
the city that was once home to Proposition 
6 evildoer John Briggs. To top this, the OC 
Board of Supervisors finally agreed to rec¬ 
ognize Harvey Milk Day, with a declaration 
presented by the supervisor holding the 
same seat Briggs held in 1978. 


Finally, I can tell you where you will find 
the most brilliant example of the future 
of OC LGBT activism. There is a youth 
movement happening here, a combined 
force of LGBT, undocumented and allied 
youth whose relentless insistence for 
accountability, inclusion and recognition 
of our shared struggle should be the ethi¬ 
cal framework for all of our activism. Our 
Rainbow Youth groups have quadrupled 
in the past two years, with new groups 
for youth ages 11 to 14, as well as for trans¬ 
gender youth. In the past year, our youth- 
program staff have visited more than 30 
OC high-school Gay/Straight Alliances, and 
we are currently halfway through our first 
youth-led Campaign Summer Boot Camp. 

Up to 25 LGBT youth between ages 14 
and 23, representing at least 16 schools 
from across the county, show up twice 
a week to learn the steps of organizing 
and implementing a grassroots campaign. 
The goal of their Color Me Equal cam¬ 
paign is to make OC schools safer and 
more inclusive for all. They are no longer 
willing to accept second-class citizenship 
and are using their minds, voices and 
bodies to demand a more equal, just and 
compassionate society.

I’m class president and a bully, target¬ 
ing one boy in particular. Barry [not 
his real name] has a soft voice and 
delicate mannerisms that make me 
deeply uncomfortable. “Barry Fairy 
Faggot,” I say to him at several points 
over the year, enjoying the wounded 
look on his face as I wave a limp wrist 
in his direction. 

At Bible study. Calvary’s pastor. 


Chuck Smith, delivers a sermon on 
the friendship of David and Jonathan, 
growling during an angry rant about 
how “blasphemous” it is that scholars 
believe the relationship is a homosexual 
one. I don’t make eye contact with any¬ 
one around me because I don’t want 
them to know that I am one of the gay 
people the pastor clearly hates. 

I’m holding my left wrist over a sink 
and scratching away at it with a razor 
blade. I’m 19, closeted and depressed, 
high as fuck and completely inept at sui¬ 
cide. A knock at the front door interrupts 
both the action and train of thought. 

It’s my girlfriend. 

In a relationship with a boy, I decide 
to come out to my parents. They don’t 
talk to me for two weeks. 

ims I Volunteering at the Gay and 
Lesbian Center in Garden Grove, I field 
a litany of depressing calls on the coun¬ 
seling hot line. Working the front desk, 

I meet Kevin Farrell and Jeff LeTour¬ 
neau of the pioneering gay-activist 
group the Orange County Visibility 
League (OCVL). I like them and start 
going to protests. 

n)S9: I lose my management posi¬ 
tion at B. Dalton Bookseller when a 
picture of me protesting homophobic 
local minister Lou Sheldon of the Tradi¬ 
tional Values Coalition (TVC) appears in 


a local newspaper. Upper management 
tells me, “I don’t like your politics.” 
When I ask what she means, she looks 
me in the eye and says, “You know what 
I’m talking about.” 

Several of us from OCVL found 
ACT UP/OC in my living room. My evan¬ 
gelical Mom approves “because you’re 
helping people” and naively allows us to 
use her home phone as a contact number. 
We hand out condoms and safe-sex infor¬ 
mation at El Modena High School. The 
press goes crazy, and we’re on every TV 
station and in every newspaper. 

Hate calls fill up the answering machine. 

1001 : Protesting the TVC’s “Pres¬ 
ervation of the Heterosexual Ethic” 
symposium at a local church, I get 
arrested. As part of my probation, I 
can’t get within 50 feet of Congressman 
William Dannemeyer or Lou Sheldon 
or I’ll serve time. My street-activist 
career ends. 

lOOH 1 Back in school, I’m acting in a 
stage production of The Grapes of Wrath 
at Orange Coast College and fall in love 
with another actor, Peter Balgoyen. 

1000 : I direct the West Coast pre¬ 
miere of Terrence McNally’s gay Jesus 
parable Corpus Christi for Rude Guer¬ 
rilla Theater Co. Riots are threatened by 
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local right-wing religious nuts, and we 
get bomb/death threats. Only two pro¬ 
testers show up. 

200S 1 In June, San Francisco starts 
issuing marriage licenses to gay couples. 
Pete and I decide there’s no rush. 
Proposition 8 passes, and the marriage 
licenses cease. 

2000 : I write an article about how 
closeted gay activism is. Younger OC 
activists furiously call me a has-been and 
ask what I’ve done for them lately. Good 
point. 

Pete has a hemorrhagic stroke and is 
in rehab for six months. At St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, when I identify myself as his 
partner, one of the doctors turns his 
back on me in front of my friends and 
talks to his sisters because I’m not fam¬ 
ily. I’m embarrassed and angry, but I 
don’t say anything because I need to 
make sure Pete gets the care he needs. 

201S ! Pete and I sit and watch 
MSNBC announce the Supreme Court 
has dismissed the Prop. 8 appeal. We 
decide to get married. 

My parents are coming to the wedding.

r name is Anahi Avila, and 
[ was born in Michoacan, 
Mexico. I arrived in this 
country in 1987, looking for a better life and 
in hopes of working very hard to help my 
family. I come from a big family—a poor 
family—but a family with lots of heart. 

Back then, no one in my family had any 
idea of who I really was, no one suspected 
anything. The only person who knew about 
me was my older brother, and he was very 
mean; this was usually manifested in beat¬ 
ings and verbal abuse. He was the reason I 
left my family in Mexico. I was only 15. 

In 1993, thanks to a friend I had made 
in this country, I went to my first gay 
club. We went to a small bar in Garden 
Grove called the Frat House. It was there 
that I saw for the first time in my life a 
transgendered woman. I was so confused 
and did not understand why I felt uncom¬ 
fortable around them. Perhaps it was my 
young age and ignorance that made me 
think, “Why do these men have tits?” But 
as they say in Mexico, mas pronto cae un 
hahlador que un cojo (or, a gossiper falls 
faster than a cripple). Only three years 
later, I was living as a woman. I started 
taking hormones, and I soon too became 
“a man with tits,” and I felt great—I 
looked great, and the world was mine. 

In those years, “a man with tits” is all 
police saw, too. We were not seen with 
respect; we were not seen with tolerance. 
Many of my friends were stopped and 
questioned by police simply for wearing 
women’s clothes. We were harassed on 
the streets; we were labeled as sex work¬ 
ers. Many of us were arrested on prostitu¬ 
tion charges by undercover cops who used 
entrapment to imprison us. I was arrested 
three times. Twenty years ago, there was 
no pride in the streets of Orange County; 


20 years ago, there was panic. 

Today, we still live with fear, but it’s not 
to the same level. I am happy to see young 
transgender girls in the streets in the 
dsY^ime. Today, we are no longer crea¬ 
tures of the night. Today, we don’t hide 
in shadows or closets. Today, we work 
together to try to achieve change. I attend 
the transgender support group TEA 
(Transgeneros en Accion) at the Center 
OC, where we learn about our rights as 
trans women. We also help the commu¬ 
nity in the hopes we will change people’s 
mentalities of us. We work together as 
trans women to organize toy drives, fund¬ 
raisers and educational workshops; we 
even write letters to transgender women 
imprisoned in the Santa Ana Jail. We are 
still harassed, we are still imprisoned, but 
we now have hope—hope that things get 
better if we don’t ever give up.

I art of me thinks that Proposition 
8 was one of the best things that 
happened to Orange County 
because it is what made us come together 
as a community to fight for equality. It hap¬ 
pened after yellow signs saying, ‘Tes On 8” 
began to appear in front yards or stuck to 
car windows, signs which proclaimed that 
only a man and a woman was a real family. 

So starting in the late summer of2008, 
we put our blue “No On Prop. 8” sign in 
our front yard. We started holding signs on 
sidewalks in Orange County: “I love my two 
moms” and “I’m not a second class citizen.” 
Quotes from Mother Teresa and Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. also appeared. The young, 
the old, the straight, the gay, all came out to 
rally for our rights. 

The punch in the stomach hit us on Nov. 
3 of that year, when Prop. 8 passed and 
same-sex marriages ceased. Marches and 
vigils turned into organizations. Orange 
County Equality Coalition (OCEC) formed 
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the week after Prop. 8 passed. It was an 
amazing first meeting. Committees were 
formed, and professor Katherine Darmer 
offered to chair the legal community. Little 
did I know that Katherine would have such 
an impact on my life with her unwavering 
energy, beliefs and ability to influence me to 
become a leader. 

Pride in Orange County was also revived 
by OCEC. Tiffany Chang chaired Picnic In 
the Park, held at Irvine’s Mason Regional 
Park in 2009; Sal Landers, a musician who 
had played at the first OC Pride 25 years ago, 
performed for about 200 there. 

My partner—now fiancee—Heather Ellis 
was so inspired by the event that she was 
determined to turn Picnic In the Park into 
a Pride festival. It was a full-time job on top 
of our full-time jobs, but it was worth it. In 
2010, OC Pride took place in Irvine with 
close to 3,000 entrants. In 2012, OC Pride 
was a free event in the streets of Santa Ana 
with close to 10,000. We have come a long 
way in Orange County. 

Orange County Lavender Bar Association 
(OCLBA) also formed in 2010. OCLBA is an 
LGBT and ally attorney association devoted 
to educating the legal and general Orange 
County community through panels and 
events. Of course, Darmer was behind the 
inception of OCLBA, bringing the lawyers 
from OCEC Legal to meet Andreas Meyer, 
at the time an attorney at Gibson Dunn. 
OCLBA formed that day, and weeks ago, we 
celebrated its third anniversary with close 
to 300 attendees. We cheered for the United 
States Supreme Court’s rulings lifting the 
stay on same-sex marriage in California, as 
well as the repeal of DOMA. 


Darmer passed away in February 2012. 
OCEC and OCLBA wanted her legacy to 
continue by granting a monetary award to a 
law student with ties to Orange County and 
the LGBT community. Our first recipient, 
Jordan Aiken, a 2013 UC Irvine Law entrant, 
was given the first scholarship of $5,000. 

I know that without Darmer and Ellis, 
my motivation for becoming a part of this 
community would not have developed into 
the activism and visibility that has changed 
not only me, but also Orange County. Every¬ 
one has to come out, as Harvey Milk said in 
1978. It took me decades to do so, but when 
people came out and came together. Orange 
County changed. 


M e was a stocky young kid, 
fl maybe 13 or 14, someone 
who might have become a 
starting fullback for his high-school 
football squad. 

Maybe he eventually did. But on this 
evening in 1996, he was being dropped 
off at what’s now called the Center OC by 
his father, a red-faced bull of a man who 
looked none too pleased about either of 
them being anywhere near there. 

At the time, I was a front-desk vol¬ 
unteer at the Center, mostly answer¬ 
ing phones. This was the youth rap 
night, when gay or questioning teens 
and young adults could get together in 
a protected environment with others 
their age to talk about anything and 
everything. Their freaked-out parents. 
Campus bullies. Indifferent school 


administrators. Suicide attempts. 

Somehow, they all found their way to 
this anonymous office park absent any 
identifiers—no rainbow flag, no sign out 
front, just an address on the front door. I 
would eventually learn the Center’s low- 
key approach was for safety concerns; a 
more visible incarnation of the Center 
had been firebombed in the 1970s. 

The youth-group session was over, and 
the kid’s old man came to pick him up. 

As he was leaving, he passed by me and 
started to ask me something, but he got 
cut off mid-question by his father’s abra¬ 
sive “Move it!” Out the door they went, 
the son trudging reluctantly—perhaps 
fearfully—behind by some 20 feet, as if on 
an invisible leash. 

My shift eventually switched to Mon¬ 
day mornings, which brought phone calls 
from parents who had recently found 
out that their son or daughter was gay. I 
remember the awesome mom who loved 
her son so much that she called to see if 
we could set her boy up on a date. 

But mostly, these were parents who 
had no idea how to handle their Big Gay 
Bombshell. Some were angry and in 
denial—“This is just a thing he’s going 
through, right?” Others were crying and 
confused, afraid their kids would immedi¬ 
ately become targets of violence. 

Policy was that I could only take their 
contact info and pass it on to one of the 
Center’s counselors, but they all just 
needed someone to talk to, RIGHT NOW. 
And so, I listened. 

I want to think it’s easier to be young 
and gay in Orange County these days.

then, not with the many religious student 
groups and “gay” constantly being used 
as a put-down—still—for anything bad. 

He would have loved to have taken a boy¬ 
friend to the prom, but such an act was 
out of the question. Maybe it still is. 

But he remembers one time when 
some people from Parents and Friends 
of Lesbians and Gays came to speak dur¬ 
ing lunch, and it left an impression with 
him that there are, indeed, supportive 
people outside of oppressive high- 
school walls. 

I never again saw that kid—or his pissy 
father—who showed up for the Center’s 
youth group. I hope he eventually broke 
free and is out there, someplace, happy. 



JOHN J.illt HM, IVfirBmOJ) 

am a native Angeleno. I joke with 
friends that I “did time” in the OC 
for more than 10 years. It felt like 
that at times. 

I moved to Orange County in 1978 to 
work on the Jungle Cruise at Disneyland. 

I left the evils of LA city life, hoping the 
park’s clean-cut, all-American kids would 
save my soul. I didn’t realize there were 
hundreds of gay people there. Within three 
months of my arrival, I was dating Peter 
Pan! True story! And yes, Disneyland did 
save my soul—just not the way I predicted. 

I volunteered to work on the hot line at 
the one-room-with-three-telephones OC 
Center in Garden Grove. The gay bars in 
the county had no windows, thus hiding 
those of us inside from public inspection. 
There were no serious gay organizations 
back then other than the Center and the 
Metropolitan Community Church. The 
gay bars were the venues where we found 
one another: the DOK West, Newport Sta¬ 
tion, Little Shrimp and the Boom Boom 
Room in Laguna Beach. 

AIDS changed everything, forcing us 
out of the shadows and into the medical 
establishment, politics and corporate life. 


I became a law clerk for attorneys Marjo¬ 
rie Rushforth and Georgia Garrett-Norris. 
One of the first major AIDS cases in the 
nation involved an Irvine schoolteacher 
named Vincent Chalk who was evicted 
from his classroom because he was HIV¬ 
positive. In federal court, we got him 
returned to his classroom. 

Orange County politics were rough. The 
local GOP had some of the most notori¬ 
ous homophobes in the nation: congress¬ 
men Bill Dannemeyer and Bob Dornan 
and state Senator John Briggs. The gay 
community had to fight ballot initiatives 
sponsored by these demagogues, including 
propositions 6 (or the Briggs Initiative) 
and 102 (a.k.a. the Dannemeyer quarantine 
initiative). We fought back and won. 

There were elected officials who were 
heroes and helped us in these early years. 
Moderate GOP members such as state 
senators John Seymour and Marian 
Bergeson and supervisors Harriett Weider 
and Tom Riley. There were also moderate 
^ Democrats who cast difficult votes to help 
g us, including state Senator Cecil Green 
o and Assemblyman Tom Umberg. How¬ 
ever, we lost so many leaders during the 
epidemic. Many of the board members of 
gay organizations such as ASF (AIDS Ser¬ 
vices Foundation of OC) and the Center 
died. These incredible men lost—Dr. Don 
Hagan, Dr. Drew Barras, Mark Koupal, 
Werner Kuhn, Richard Reinsch, Dennis 
Cabaret, Kirk Linville, Frank Newman, 
just to name a few of the thousands. 

With Lisa Kaye, Rachel Pena, Marty 
Schrank, Scott Westerfield, Michael Feld¬ 
man and Hung Fan, I started the first 
Democratic club in the county for LGBT 
people: the Eleanor Roosevelt Democratic 
Club. It was challenging to be a Demo¬ 
crat in Orange County until we helped 
get Umberg elected to the Assembly. In 
1991, he cast the winning 41st vote to pass 
Assembly Bill 101, the employment non¬ 
discrimination bill. 

I started my own law practice in OC. 
Over a three-year period, my law partners, 
Joel Loquvam and Tom Kendricks, and I 
witnessed more than 1,000 deaths because 
of AIDS. We represented the county’s first 
Pride festival. Orange County Cultural 
Pride at Centennial Park in Santa Ana. A 
parade was held, and protesters on both 
sides of the issue were arrested during 
a squabble with the city’s police depart¬ 
ment. I also represented members of 
ACT UP and the Orange County Visibility 
League who were arrested for protest¬ 
ing at a speech given by Dannemeyer in 
which he claimed people with AIDS emit¬ 
ted “spores” that could harbor the virus. 
What a nut case! The protesters were 
acquitted at trial. 

Someone plastered a swastika on my 
office door. My back porch in Santa Ana 
was mysteriously set on fire. I had a file

Those relationships with 
lesbians, gay men and straight allies in 
Orange County taught me what politics is 
all about, how to fight, how to lose with 
dignity and how to win with grace!

hen asked to assess the prog¬ 
ress of OC LGBT rights over 
the past 20 years, I think back 
to the eve of the first Orange County Cul¬ 
tural Pride (OCCP) parade in 1989. Two 
years earlier, hundreds of county leaders 
traveled to the March On Washington, at 
which hundreds of thousands of LGBT 
activists marched, heard speeches and 
networked like never before. 

We returned to OC with a new sense 
of empowerment as a national move¬ 
ment. The following year, tens of thou¬ 
sands of California activists rallied 
at the March On Sacramento, further 
empowering those of us returning to 
the hostile climate of homophobic and 
AIDS-phobic bigotry. By 1989, our com¬ 
munity was ready to show the world 
that even in the heart of right-wing 
intolerance, we were out and proud, and 
we were never going back. 

The battles fought to obtain the rights 
to march and celebrate on that Septem¬ 
ber weekend long ago had been bitter 
and ugly. Many of us had endured days 
of public hearings at Santa Ana City 
Hall, led by Lou Sheldon and his rabidly 


homophobic Traditional Values Coalition. 
Overflow crowds listened to the religious 
extremists as they quoted hateful Bible 
verses. Young children paraded around 
the hearing room carrying huge photos 
of gay men with AIDS in their last days of 
life, as if they were badges of honor. Tem¬ 
pers flared, as OCCP attorney John Duran 
had to be led by police from the building 
to protect him from religious zealots talk¬ 
ing in tongues while trying to exorcise 
demons from his body and soul. We pre¬ 
vailed, the permits were issued, and the 
parade and festival were a huge success. 

By 1990, AIDS was taking a huge toll 
on our community. Every week, friends 
and fellow activists were simply gone, 
and with them the leadership skills and 
financial resources they had provided. 

As elected and religious homophobes 
continued their relentless attacks, we 
fought the good fight with political orga¬ 
nizations such as ECCO, the Eleanor 
Roosevelt Democratic Club, Log Cabin 
Republican Club, the Orange County Vis¬ 
ibility League, and ACT UP OC, as well 
as service organizations such as AIDS 
Services Foundation, Shanti, the Center, 
AIDS Response Program, AIDS Walk and 
many others. 

We fought to stop homophobic propo¬ 
sitions 69 and 102, for state and local 
protections for people with AIDS, for 
housing and job protections, for health- 
education programs in schools, and for an 
end to open warfare on our community. 

As the AIDS cocktail arrived in 1995, we 
educated OC public officials along with 
labor, feminist and other progressive 
leaders, and slowly but surely, we put our 
face on the political map. But such prog¬ 
ress was not without its consequences. 

It was soon apparent an entire LGBT 
generation believing there was no longer 
a need to fight had simply fallen by the 
political wayside. 

By 2000, significant progress had 
been made. State and (to a lesser extent) 
federal protections in areas of housing, 
education, insurance and employment 
had been passed. Most labor contracts 
expressly prohibited workplace dis¬ 
crimination in union shops, and schools 
provided HIV-health information. Gay/ 
Straight Alliances began to flourish, even 
in the most conservative school districts. 
Then, in 2008, along came Proposition 
8. Lacking a well-organized, diverse, 
grassroots community, we relied on fund¬ 
raising and mass-media buys, a political 
strategy that proved fatal. However, from 
that devastating loss came a resurgence 
of political power unlike any other in 
modern political history. Within one year, 
more than 10,000 new California LGBT 
organizations sprang to life, often led by 
young people of color with incredible 
computer and social-media skills. 

Much has changed since that weekend 
in 1989. Orange County Equality Coali¬ 
tion has organized a progressive religious 
coalition; LGBT Dreamers are fighting 
for immigration reform; the Center now 
hosts political boot-camp programs 
for those as young as 11 years old; and 
the Asian-Pacific Islander community, 
through Viet Rainbow OC, is fighting for 
political inclusion and cultural awareness 
in Little Saigon. Job well-done!

Bauer created a Human Relations Task 
Force in Huntington Beach—the only city in 
the county that has one. In 1996 and again 
in 2006, the City Council unanimously 
passed a “Declaration of Policy About 
Human Dignity” that is posted in the coun¬ 
cil chambers: 

“[Ejveryone should be treated with cour¬ 
tesy and respect, regardless of their racial 
background, their nation of origin, the reli¬ 
gion they practice, their sexual orientation, 
gender or disability status. It is the right of 
all citizens to pursue their daily lives with 
the knowledge that they will not be physi¬ 
cally harmed or verbally abused.” 

I have always taken great comfort in it 
being there, and I believe it really means 
something. I have a great deal of respect 
for Detloff and Bauer for putting it into 


place. I hope I can do something that is as 
meaningful and lasts as long. 

Then, despite the heartbreak of Propo¬ 
sition 8 in 2008, something magical hap¬ 
pened in Orange County. 

The Orange County Equality Coalition 
was formed and right away started mak¬ 
ing a difference. In 2009, it began anew the 
yearly tradition of an Orange County gay- 
pride festival and really turned up the vis¬ 
ibility of LGBT people in the county. 

Of course, it has been helped along by 
OC LGBT leaders such as Jeff LeTour- 
neau; allies including the Reverend Sara 
Halvorsen of Fairview Community Church, 
the Church of the Foothills in Santa Ana, 

Dr. Kevin O’Grady of the Center OC; and 
countless others. 

That’s why I feel I arrived here at just the 


right time to see LGBT acceptance flourish. 

In response to this great momentum, I 
have a challenge: Let’s get to work so that I 
am not the only openly gay elected official 
in Orange County! We need more LGBT 
elected leaders, planning commissioners 
and school-board members so that we are 
adequately represented. 

After all, we’re really no different from 
other families in Orange County. Like 
everyone else, LGBT families want good 
schools, safe and well-maintained streets, 
clean water and air, and abundant open 
spaces where we can take in the beauty that 
is all around us. 
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came to California from Oklahoma 

ff 25 years ago for the same reason a lot 
of us came: to find acceptance. 

I rented a room in a bungalow in West 
Hollywood. When the lady who shared the 
house left, I took over and needed to find 
a roommate. At 29,1 hadn’t known anyone 
in Oklahoma that had HIV or AIDS. At the 
Hollywood restaurant where I worked, 
there was a guy named Bill who had HIV, 
and he needed a place to stay. 

He became my new roommate, and 
unbeknownst to me, I had just become the 
caretaker for a dying man. Bill had little 
contact with his family, so I learned quickly 
how to care for someone dying from AIDS. 

Then it started to steamroll for me. 
Friends from back home came down with 
HIV: David D., John, David W. and my 
brother. Finally, the friends I had begun to 
make in WeHo: Ron, Wayne Karr. 

The plague was mine. I owned it now. 

For those of us who lived through this, 
my story is far from unique. I stifled my 
grief by marching, yelling and raging at 
then-Governor Pete Wilson when he 
vetoed Assembly Bill 101. We protested a 
lot. We tried to get people to listen, to give 
a voice to our falling friends. 

At the same time, I went to Los Angeles 
City College, then Cal State LA. During that 
time, I did publicity for Rick Zaldivar’s the 
Wall-Las Memorias Latino AIDS awareness 
project and served on the board. I went on 
to do more nonprofit public-relations work 
after graduation, including stints at the 
AIDS Service Center in Pasadena and the 
Braille Institute. 

Like many others, my only response was 
to devote myself to the community. We 
gave, we volunteered and we served. 

I first came to Huntington Beach 10 years 
ago with my then-partner. We opened the 
“California Greetings” store downtown, and 
we were warmly embraced by our custom¬ 
ers and people from all over the city. 

I am so grateful for the friendly people 
in Huntington Beach and their acceptance 
of my partner and me, unconditionally and 
without judgment. I knew I had found a 
new home. 

People may think it odd there is an 
openly gay elected city councilman in 
Huntington Beach, but the groundwork 
was laid long ago. 

In response to several hate crimes, 
council members Shirley Detloff and Ralph 
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KEVIN O'GW 
ANTI-MCRIMINATION ACTIVIRl 
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’m always a little hesitant to argue 
optimistically about civil rights 
expanding in Orange County, but 
for the LGBT community, there are some 


good reasons to celebrate. Certainly, the 
collapse of DOMA and the announced 
constitutionality of marriage equality are 
reasons to wave our rainbow flags and 
have a parade—we do love a parade. But 
there’s much more going on in Orange 
County than those rights advanced by the 
Supreme Court. Even though we don’t 
realize it ourselves a lot of the time, there 
is a strong and vibrant, yet disparate, 
LGBT community in Orange County, a 
community that is finally starting to come 
out and come together. 

Earlier this year, a group of new Viet¬ 
namese activists sprung into being after 
LGBT folk were denied entry into the Tet 
Festival Parade. The group managed to 
galvanize the entire community and bring 
significant national attention to the dis¬ 
crimination they encountered. Because 
of their efforts, many politicians boycot¬ 
ted the parade. One town over, the group 
Gay Friends, Families and Neighbors of 
Santa Ana have been fighting for national 
and local causes for several years—this is 
a grassroots group not to be trified with. 
The Orange County Equality Coalition 
came into being around the time of the 
first Proposition 8 battle and has been 
fighting for LGBT and progressive causes 
ever since. Gay 4 Good has been taking 
on community-service projects for all 
types of charitable organizations in the 
county for the past three years. These gay 
boys have done everything from painting 
buildings and filling boxes at food pan- 
tries to covering up graffiti and building 
houses for Habitat for Humanity. If music 
is more your thing. Orange County’s Men 


Alive has gained a national reputation 
as one of the nation’s leading men’s cho¬ 
ruses. The only thing that has been miss¬ 
ing from the mix is one central organiza¬ 
tion to bring these groups together into 
a strong community, and that has started 
to change. 

The Center OC (formerly the Orange 
County Gay and Lesbian Community Ser¬ 
vices Center) has until recently worked 
on the periphery of the community. Most 
people are shocked to learn the Center 
is the second oldest in the nation and 
was founded in 1971, two years after the 
Stonewall riots. For years, it provided 
HIV services, mental-health counseling 
and youth programming, but it stopped 
short of engaging, organizing and advo¬ 
cating for the community. 

Eighteen months ago, the Center’s 
board launched a strategic initiative to 
reshape it as the hub of the LGBT com¬ 
munity. Instead of ducking advocacy 
work and making strong political state¬ 
ments for fear of offending segments of 
the community, the Center would work 
with existing groups and reach out to new 
allies to launch an aggressive advocacy 
campaign. In the past 18 months, the Cen¬ 
ter has stepped into the marriage-equality 
movement, backed legislation protecting 
trans kids in schools, and started speaking 
out on hate crimes. Not only is it not look¬ 
ing to avoid contentious issues, but it is 
also seeking out issues that will advance 
LGBT civil rights and protections. 

Youth programming at the Center has 
grown fivefold. YETA (Youth Empowered 
to Act) spread its wings in the Chick-Fil-A 


protest and ended up on CNN and The 
Daily Show With Jon Stewart; this summer, 
the Center is bringing together queer and 
straight youth in an activist boot camp, at 
which students learn how to organize and 
move their anti-bullying program. Color 
Me Equal, into OC schools. There is a new 
group for younger kids, ages 12 to 14, who 
are identifying as LGBT or questioning 
their identity, as well as a trans youth group. 

At the other end of the age spectrum, 
the Center launched a senior program, 
with three support groups and plans for 
exercise and art classes. Members want to 
fight the rampant discrimination occur¬ 
ring against older LGBT folks as they 
retire and move into care facilities. 

We know we have a great deal of work 
to do. In more than half of the United 
States, you can be fired for being LGBT— 
that’s right, a boss can walk into a work¬ 
place in 29 states and say, ‘T don’t like 
faggots; you’re fired,” and it’s completely 
legal. In 31 states, landlords can say, “I 
ain’t renting to no queers” and have the 
full force of the law behind them. And 
let’s not forget that two-thirds of LGBT 
Americans still live in states that deny 
them marriage equality. 

But in OC, things are looking up. The 
Center and the rest of the LGBT commu¬ 
nity will only continue to grow as more 
and more people realize it’s safe to come 
out, as more of us get married and have 
families. Hell, maybe even the religious 
right will grow to accept that their mar¬ 
riages aren’t crumbling because of us.

Perseid Meteor Shower 

Its formal name is 109P/Swift-Tuttle, but it 
goes by Comet Swift-Tuttle and will likely 
end life on our planet, though not for 2,000 
years.

H20 Sushi & Izakaya at the Triangle in Costa Mesa is 

not for sushi snobs

W hen eating at the new H20 

Sushi & Izakaya at the Triangle 
in Costa Mesa, Sushi Shibucho 
worshipers will need to try very hard to 
not think about how close they are to their 
temple. Though mere yards separate the 
two restaurants, the gulf between them is 
larger than the Pacific Ocean is wide. H20 
Sushi & Izakaya is everything Sushi Shibu¬ 
cho isn’t. H20 is to sushi what Javier’s is 
to tacos. So if you’re a self-professed sushi 
snob and you find yourself here, you should 
bite your tongue because it’s likely the 
people you’re with aren’t the same kind of 
sushi consumer you are. They, unlike you, 
will regard Sushi Shibucho’s refusal to do 
California rolls as elitist, not admirable. 
Omakase? They don’t know the word. 

What they’re after are rolls fashioned 
into snakes and volcanoes, the fish and 
rice practically drowned with sauces 
sticky-sweet and Sriracha-based. They’ll 
supplement the meal with combo plates 
containing something teriyaki and some¬ 
thing tempura, then wash it all down with 
neon-colored sake martinis. Unlike you, 
they didn’t go out tonight to sit quietly and 
reverentially across from an itamae who 
apprenticed for years under his father’s 
stern tutelage. H20’s customers are those 
who will regard its nightclub aesthetics 
and the halting screeches of the dubstep 
soundtrack not as distractions, but as 
essential to the experience. 

To that end, H20 delivers. You will be 
treated well here by staff members whose 
average age is the same as the crowd—mid- 
to late twenties. The bubbly waitresses are 


as cute as Sailor Moon heroines, and the 
managers are as chummy as frat brothers 
during Rush Week. Order the shrimp with 
jalapeno sauce, and one of them comes 
over and says, “That’s my absolute favor¬ 
ite appetizer.” Later, you overhear him 
telling the same thing to another couple, 
even though they’re eating something 
completely different. But the shrimp, you 
admit, isn’t bad. In fact, it’s one of the bet¬ 
ter dishes of the night, with each crusta¬ 
cean curl lightly battered and fried, then 
nested atop a guacamole-like puree made 
from avocado, lime and jalapeno. 

The izakaya list holds even more gems. 
The agedashi tofu here is better than at 
Tomikawa in Irvine—a sister restaurant in 
the Octopus Japanese Restaurant empire- 
coated lightly in starch instead of just 
dipped in tempura. The albacore tataki, 
with its thinly sliced jalapenos and grilled 
garlic, you decide, is also done well, with 
the sashimi cut generously thick and the 
douse of yuzu kind of electric. Even more 
transcendent: the halibut and uni carpac¬ 
cio, a dish that makes the brain pause mid¬ 
synapse as it processes the pleasure of the 
cold-on-cold, brisk-on-brisk—the two bites 
they give you gone too soon. 

At some point, you feel brave enough to 
try the nigiri. And you are surprised that 
some are rather excellent. The yellowtail 
is laced with a stream of miso sauce and a 
jalapeno sliced as thin as paper. The garlic 
chips that adorn the bonito nigiri balance 
its tang. A translucent jacket of seaweed 
surrounding the saba tastes uncannily like 
a dried-fruit roll. The unagi, broiled till 


the sugary edges char, you can eat all day. 
And when you try the still-warm anago, 
you swear it goes down as though it were a 
tuna melt. 

Disaster strikes as your date samples the 
Japanese scallop nigiri. Her eyes widen in 
terror as she discovers there’s something 
off with it. She realizes she needs to spit it 
out, and since she doesn’t want to offend 
the chef, she bolts to the restroom. When 
she comes back, she has lost her appetite. 

You decide now is a good time to start 
trying the kushiyaki. But there are even 
more land mines here. The skewered sir¬ 
loin steak is rubbery and empty of flavor. 
The bacon-wrapped asparagus seems to 
have been cut from the inedible fibrous 
stems of the plant. Weirdly boring are the 
pork-belly skewers, the chewy pieces in 
need of more salt and missing the smoky 
imprint that can only come from bincho- 
tan coal, which H20 does not appear to 
use. The chicken with onion yakitori you 
find passable, though regular onions, not 
traditional scallions, are wedged between 
the white-meat pieces. But it was still 
better than the shishamo. The two whole- 
roasted smelt taste as though they sat in 
the freezer or fridge too long, and thus they 
have picked up some odd flavors a box of 
baking soda should have absorbed instead. 

Before you pay the huge check, you 
convince your date to try a dessert that 
involves banana ice cream and an Oreo- 
cookie crust. She agrees, and you eat it all 
because it’s delicious. But you try your best 
to not groan when the manager comes by 
again to say, “Boy, you didn’t like that at all, 
did you?”

I n modern-day downtown SanTana— 
where Mexican immigrants keep getting 
pushed out in favor of multiculti hipsters; 
where trends swirl like so many lattes at the 
Gypsy Den (which just debuted a cocktail 
menu to keep up with the new kids); where 
your choice of taco shop, bar, concert 
venue and even barber can unleash a tor¬ 
rent of second-guessing from both sides 
of the gentrification aisle or serve as stub¬ 
born resistance—^Tootsie Ice Cream has 
emerged as the great equalizer. Because 
whether you're wab or white. Floral Park 
elite or a son of Standard Avenue, undocu¬ 
mented or chinito, everyone waits in line for 
a turn to speakthe universal language of 
ice cream. 

The shop—really just a window from 
which you order and grab said order; there 
are no seats or an actual room to enter, and 
the menu is also outside—is perfect for the 
area. Santa Ana is the county's capital for ice 
cream, whether it's Hans' Homemade near 
South Coast Plaza, the various paleterosthat 
enliven city blocks with their high-pitched 
bells from carts or the umpteenth tinny 
broadcast of "Music Box Dancer" from a 
truck, or the michoacanoswho dominate 
the city's Mexican neverfas. Among the 
blocks of old buildings. Tootsie's unasham¬ 
edly pink marquee and bubbly name can be 
spotted from almost all of the restaurants 
and bars off Broadway. Knowing everyone 
loves dogs, it offers a water bowl and even 
frozen yogurt to the little guys and gals. Oh, 
the owners know of the fraught environment 
they entered—and they're firmly proclaim¬ 
ing the glories of the middle road. "We 
wanted to keep some of old-school Santa 
Ana, with that East Coast vibe, but still show 
that the place is growing," said Tootsie 
co-owner Kay Ayanzi in an interview with 
the excellent magazine Santanero. "We're 
changing, but we wanted to keep the foun¬ 
dation where it is." 

As for the ice cream itself? Good—it 
does what ice cream is supposed to do, 
serving safe flavors everyone can relate to 
in familiar formats (waffle or sugar cone, 
cup or sandwich) and even shaved ice. The 
one exception is the marvel that is saffron- 
pistachio ice cream, an electric thing that 
combines the zip of the Persian flavor with 
the ice cream's chill to create the best brain 
freeze of the summer. It reflects everything 
Ayanzi promises—and isn't it such an awe¬ 
some reflection of modern-day Orange 
County that in this squabbling town, the 
saffron ice cream sells out again and again 
and again?

Spoonn Bistro swoops through Southeast Asia for 

its great combos 


T he corner of Long Beach Boule¬ 
vard and Seventh Street might 
seem an unlikely intersection to 
place a pleasant Thai-Bodian restaurant. 
Ever since Bouchee Bistro gave up on its 
transit-facing station at Fifth in 2009, it 
appeared the main drag’s culinary drawl 
into downtown was doomed instead to 
fester in fast-food chains and hot-wing 
stands. But then the Spoonn (yes, two 
Ns) Bistro took over for an old Chinese- 
takeout joint in the brick building next 
to the El Polio Loco, bringing its entry- 
level, pan-Asian menu and $5.99 specials 
with it. 



I never entered the place for most of 
its first year in business, mostly because 
the building’s dark-blue framing looks 
no differant than what housed the MSG- 
probable takeout place. A few weeks 
ago, however, a hand-built wooden patio 
appeared around the entrance of the six- 
table storefront; I was immediately drawn 
inside, wondering why a dark-brown for¬ 
tress was all it took to engage my interest. 
I was immediately greeted by an enthu¬ 
siastic server and a newly printed menu 
overflowing with not just Thai and Cam¬ 
bodian dishes, but also those from China 
and Vietnam. The server explained the 
owner had just re-shuffled some things, 
removed a few of the more pungent 
Cambodian dishes, added some more 
approachable Chinese ones and effec-

tively made the Thai-Bodian description 
on the sign outside a misnomer. A bit dis¬ 
appointing, but the beef lok lak and a lone 
Cambodian soup remain the few testa¬ 
ments to Spoonn’s owner’s heritage. 

Even a la carte, the prices are reason¬ 
able, but for noontime meals, order from 
the long list of specials—$5.99 plates that 
include your choice of entree, plus rice, 
macaroni salad, a dumpling, an egg roll 
and three cream-cheese wontons. If that 
sounds like a lot of food, it really isn’t. 

The entree portion is the same-sized 
scoop as the white rice, and the rest is a 
lot of filler that, though well-made, made 
me wish for more of the ginger chicken, 
which featured julienned slivers of ginger 
covered in a tasty brown glaze. Besides 
lunch deals to stop the tummy rumbling, 
the real draw to Spoonn is the home¬ 
made sauces, placed on your table for 
appetizer-dipping or drenched on every 
noodle, tofu cube and meat nugget that 
comes out of the kitchen. Egg rolls arrive 
alongside a fluorescent-orange sweet- 
and-sour sauce that is lighter than Panda 
Express’ and is tinged with a ginger kick. 
And for whatever needs a dose of chili 
paste, there’s the house stuff, nearly 
maroon with oily goodness. 

Have your meal on the patio for choice 
Long Beach people-watching. Just be 
prepared to address confused pedestrians 
whose sidewalk has been recently inter¬ 
rupted by a redwood enclosure that now 
serves as an urban zen garden for cus¬ 
tomers dining at downtown’s only Thai- 
Chinese-Bodian restaurant.

Clam chowder at 
Billy’s At the Beach 


he choices for clam chowder along 
Newport Harbor is nearly end¬ 
less. You could grab that imposter 
Manhattan-style stuff ladled out at the Crab 
Cooker, or you could have a chowder crawl, 
walking from the pavilion side of the Penin¬ 
sula all the way up and around to the Balboa 
Bay Resort. You’ll find a bowl of the cream- 
based soup at nearly every restaurant, but 
there’s none finer than the chowder served 
at Billy’s At the Beach, an oft-forgotten, 
upscale-ish, Hawaiian-themed restaurant 
near Joe’s Crab Shack and DivBar. 

We’ve never ordered anything more here 
than a bowl of the chowder with an extra 
side of croutons. It’s more of a thin soup, 
with large chunks of potatoes and slices of 
celery big enough to chew into, not through.

The clam content is better than that of most 
others on the water; it is teeming with the 
seafood, which makes a noticeable appear¬ 
ance in every bite. By the time you get to the 
last several sips, the intensity of that salty 
ocean brine only increases. 

But it’s the croutons that are the star 
of this show. They’re made from Hawai¬ 
ian bread, a simple twist that makes all 
the difference in elevating this bowl past 
the others. Crunchy, but still softer than 
the house-made croutons or simple oys¬ 
ter crackers at other restaurants, they’ll 
soak up a lot of the liquid and bring the 
flavors of this soup together with a sweet, 
unusual finish.

JT’s Orange County Cooler 
at JT Schmid’s 

I 'm a sucker for dishes and drinks named 
after the restaurant or bar or the city it 
happens to be located in. If I'm at a sushi 
restaurant and there's a roll they've titled in 
honor of the neighborhood where I currently 
am, I'm ordering it. This has not always been 
the wisest of decisions. I was in South Caro¬ 
lina once and had a sudden craving for sushi. 
I eventually found what was the only Japa¬ 
nese restaurant in town. On the menu I saw 
something called the "South Carolina Roll." 
Little did I know a better name should have 
been the Gastrointestinal Distress Special; 
whatever microorganism rode along with the 
raw fish I ate put me off sushi for a while. 

That experience has not soured me on 
continuing my predilection for eponymous 
drinks and dishes, as it's usually executed 
with special care and as a matter of local 
pride. Bru Grill & Market in Lake Forest mixes 
a drink called Orange County Sour, a lovingly 
crafted drink even if the only citrus fruits 
involved were lime and grapefruit. The same 
goes for JT's Orange County Cooler at the 
venerable JT Schmid's. 



THE DRINK 

A slice of orange, not to mention a pine¬ 
apple and a cherry, are used to garnish 
each glass of JT's Orange County Cooler, a 
drink that contains more peach flavor than 
it does orange. It is, for all intents and pur¬ 
poses, an alcoholic fruit punch made with 
Stoli Peach Vodka, Peach Schnapps, pine¬ 
apple juice and cranberry juice. It tastes 
similar to what would result if you mixed up 
Hawaiian Punch with vodka, but with better 
results and less shame.

FUM£ BLANC 
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Planet Have-Not 

Here’s a first-world problem: Heavy, allegorical sci-fi

M ovie stars shouldn’t be subject 
to the rules of gravity, as we 
mere mortals are. One of the 
great pleasures of watching actors is to 
see them move, and when yesterday’s 
youngsters start creaking, we feel it in our 
joints. That’s not to say actors can’t age 
gracefully, or that they should do what¬ 
ever it takes to stay looking young. But 
the wrong role can make a still-youthful 
actor appear worn out through no fault of 
his own. Are we really ready to see Matt 
Damon looking as if he’s dying to plop 
down in the La-Z-Boy? 

In Neill Blomkamp’s dystopian science- 
fiction fantasy Elysium, Damon’s Max is 
a tattooed grunt stranded on the Earth 
of the future, a dismal, dried-out planet 
filled with have-nots living short, brutish 
lives. The rich have long ago decamped 
to their own shiny, inhabitable satel¬ 
lite, Elysium, where plants thrive and 
people do, too, thanks to the amazing, 
free health care that all citizens receive 
courtesy of miraculous health-o-matic 
machines installed in every home. Fol¬ 
lowing a series of unfortunate events—on 
this future Earth, there is no other kind— 
Max accepts a mission to help his fellow 
citizens. Among the obstacles in his way 
are Elysium’s super-defensive secretary- 
of-defense-type Delacourt (Jodie Foster), 


who makes her entrance in a Jetsons-wor- 
thy tailored white dress and a Tilda Swin- 
ton haircut, looking so sharp you could 
cut yourself on her fiaring nostrils. 

You don’t have to be a bloodhound to 
smell an allegory shaping up, particularly 
if you’ve seen writer/director Blom¬ 
kamp’s 2009 debut feature. District 9, in 
which members of an extraterrestrial 
race who have landed on Earth are forced 
to live in grimy slums while humans 
get the cushy suburbs. That setup was a 
metaphor for Apartheid in South Africa, 
where the director was born, and it 
worked well enough. But District 9 was 
most notable for Blomkamp’s skill at 
creating a believable sci-fi world without 
spending a lot of dough. The movie felt as 
if, against all odds, its creator had willed 
it into being. 

Elysium doesn’t have the same brash¬ 
ness. Though the plot specifics are dif¬ 
ferent, thematically it looks and feels 
almost like a sequel, made with a lot 
more money though not with more inge¬ 
nuity or feeling. The Earth landscape, 
a wasteland of decrepit tower blocks, is 
more elaborate than the garb age-strewn 
tent cities of District 9, but also far less 
poetic. (The star of District 9, South 
African actor Sharlto Copley, shows up 
here as well, in a smaller role as a crusty. 


bearded baddie.) And while Blomkamp’s 
message is morally stalwart, his delivery 
system sure is a bummer: Andrew Nic- 
col’s similarly themed In Time was both 
more stylish and more effective, a seri¬ 
ous movie that hit its mark without tak¬ 
ing itself too seriously. 

You can see why Damon would be 
attracted to this material, whose politics 
are in line with his own. He’s a thought¬ 
ful performer who only looks as though 
he ought to be a roaring-’20s football 
player with a cute leather helmet and 
a sweater emblazoned with his team’s

initials. We don’t think of him as a 
grand risk-taker, maybe because he’s 
so unassuming he’d never present him¬ 
self as such. But he’s daring in stealthy 
ways: In Steven Soderbergh’s character 
study Behind the Candelabra, he played 
Liberace’s lover Scott Thorson not as 
a dumb-dumb boy toy, but as a half- 
dreamy, half-practical kid brought down 
by tortured love. He’s an actor who can 
tease the nuances out of a stereotype. 

Just maybe not this one. In Elysium, 
Max, the underdog martyr who is going 
to save the world, spends much of the 
movie harnessed into a jointed metal 
armature that leaches him of his charm 


and spirit. (The scene in which his new 
backbone is surgically applied, unre¬ 
pentant in its ookiness, is one of the few 
times Blomkamp shows any sense of 
humor.) Damon is as buff as ever, maybe 
even more so—it’s hard to believe he 
made the first of his Bourne movies nearly 
10 years ago. But watching him lumber 
through. Elysium’s bramble of lofty ide¬ 
als is no damn fun. He gets to turn on the 
charm in a few brief scenes with Max’s 
childhood sweetheart (played by Alice 
Braga). But mostly, he radiates a grim 
world-weariness that just doesn’t suit 
him, and it’s hard to say if the movie sags 
around the weight of his performance or 
if he’s just working inhumanly hard to 
hold this heavy-spirited picture aloft. 

Probably the latter, and he’s not 
alone. As Delacourt, Foster seems to 
be sending up her own no-nonsense 
frostiness—her character’s yacht-club 
mannerisms border on camp, and 
whether that’s intentional or not, it’s at 
least amusing. But Damon has no such 
escape route. Weighed down by his ste- 
ampunky apparatus, he looks sluggish 
even when he’s on the run. In Elysium, 
not even Matt Damon—cheerful, smart, 
principled, energetic Matt Damon—can 
save the world without figuratively 
stopping every so often to say, “Oy! My 
back!” No matter how hard he works, 
he’s a man of inaction.

WE'RE THE MILLERS Horrible Bosses co- 
stars Jason Sudeikis and Jennifer Aniston 
team up again as reluctant drug mules in 
We're the Millers, but this comedy's eager¬ 
ness to please functions as a slow poison, 
draining The Millers of its vitality by render¬ 
ing its characterization uneven, its potential 
undeveloped, and its plot predictable and 
stupid. Sudeikis can't find a center amid the 
script's erratic tonal whims, while Aniston, 
so thrillingly sexy as a man-eating dentist in 
Bosses, disappointingly reverts to America's 
Sweetheart: Stripper Edition.

PERCY JACKSON: SEA OF MONSTERS 

Before it descends into Percy Jackson and 
the Things That Happen in Movies Like 
Tb/s, this myth-raiding kids' adventure at 
times clicks into the inventive groove of 
Rick Riordan's Percy Jackson novels, which 
at their best are touched with the high 
strangeness of the ancient tales that inspire 
them. (The books, about the offspring of 
the Greek gods and mortals, rarely feel like 
off-brand Harry Potter the way the movies 
do.) But here the high weirdness of myth is 
of course expurgated, made explicable, the 
ore of folklore pounded into the tchotchke of 
Young Adult plotting. Young Jackson's mis¬ 
sion this time is to filch the Golden Fleece 
from a Cyclops in the Bermuda Triangle. To 
that end, director Thor Freudenthal stages a 
rousing attack by a clockwork bull, a gears- 
and-fury beast whose mouth hinges open 
to reveal a flame-thrower, and presents a 
magical animated infodump where all the 
gods of Olympus are rendered in stained 
glass. (Hey, if it's good enough for one god, 
it's good enough for all of them!) But even 
Homer nods. Much of the film is a deadly 
bore, with the too-old-to-pass-for-teens 
stars playing characters with one trait 
apiece—and failing to bring that trait to life. 
Usually when you see actors this pretty and 
this vacant standing around this awkwardly, 
you expect them to take their clothes off. 
Logan Lerman's Jackson exhibits none of 
the troubled complexity of the ADHD-addled 
boy of the books; the filmmakers forget key 


tenets of his character just as often as the 
movie's villains forget the basics of his par¬ 
entage. Seriously, if you kidnapped the son 
of Poseidon, would you imprison him on a 
yacht—in the ocean? (PG) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

PLANES You can guess the plot of Disney's 
Planes —it's just Cars 2 with wings, an inter¬ 
national romp that pits a humble country 
bumpkin against a fleet of literally jet-setting 
competitors in a race around the world, with 
pit stops in four continents and more cul¬ 
tural stereotypes than the Eurovision song 
contest. Will crop-duster Dusty Crophopper 
(Dane Cook) make like Rocky and smoke 
his competition with a little help from his 
friends, which include a moronic fuel truck 
(Brad (Barrett) and a stern World War II 
fighter plane (Stacy Keach)? Take a guess. 
But even though Planes wouldn't know the 
word "suspense" if a skywriter puffed it into 
the air, the questions it raises are bizarrely 
fascinating, at least to adults. Who is Dusty 
dusting crops for? Thirty minutes in, as he 
finally wheels down the runway to begin 
his uplifting adventure, it's natural if your 
wandering mind might also ask when a 
plane becomes sentient. If we're assuming 
a human-like timeline, and also believe that 
life begins at ignition, then Dusty's most wiz¬ 
ened ancestor can only hearken back to 110 
years of history. Yet, how thrilling to muse 
that maybe instead it's the raw material— 
not the motors—^that are alive, and the iron 
ore destined to be forged into these Planes 
and Cars has been self-aware since it was 
burped from a volcano. How awe-inspiring 
be this machinery! And how ironically 
human its dull day-to-day existence! As 
Dusty's underdog quest to finish first fuels 
an international media frenzy, other planes 
are content merely to watch along on televi¬ 
sion. Are the TV sets also alive? Will we get 
a movie about them? (PG) Amy Nicholson.

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The Big One Comes Home 

Robert Young’s undersea masterpiece finally returns to Laguna Beach

I n the winter of 1978, a series of storms 
swept through Southern California, 
turning Laguna Canyon into a river. 

The soil at the base of the canyon along 
Roosevelt Lane, just next door to the Saw¬ 
dust Festival and across the street from 
the Festival of the Arts, became a sponge. 
As the winds roared, several three-story 
eucaplytus trees lost their moorings and 
toppled, taking with it just about every¬ 
thing that artist Robert Young owned. 

Both his car and house (with him inside 
it) were demolished; for good measure, a 
careening branch broke Young’s leg. 

If it weren’t for the storm, it’s likely 
Young would have never stopped working 
on his massive magnum opus, a 10-foot- 
by-15-foot mural of underwater marine 
life he first began painting in 1969 but had 
turned into a decade-long obsession. For 
lack of a better name, the ever-unpreten- 
tious Young, a local with a lifelong love of 
the ocean, called the piece The Big One. 

In his relentless pursuit of perfection. 
Young had embellished the painting for 
hours every day, adding layer after layer of 
color and shape. Friends had long stopped 
trying to convince him to move on. “Just 
a few more moves,” he’d always insisted, 
recalls Young’s childhood friend and fel¬ 
low Laguna artist Dion Wright. 

The only reason The Big One survived 
the storm of’78 is that it was so large it 
couldn’t fit in his house, so with some 
salvaged telephone pools. Young had 
constructed a shelter for the canvas in his 
back yard. At his wife’s urging, he agreed 
to put the painting aside that year while 
he recovered from his wound and rebuilt 
his house and, gradually, his life. 


Although he was a prominent artist 
who’d been a participant in the Festival 
of the Arts in the early 1960s and co¬ 
founded the Sawdust Festival in 1968, 
Young had studiously refused to court 
the art world. He sold most of his work 
to friends, including one of the owners of 
Chart House Restaurants, where many of

his paintings were displayed. Through his 
connections, he found a home for The Big 
One at the Atlantis restaurant adjacent to 
SeaWorld in San Diego; the eatery later 
closed and became the administrative 
headquarters for the Hubbs-SeaWorld 
Research Institute. 

According to his wife, Deborah, Young 
almost refused to sign the painting. He 
finally relented, although he had a habit 
of signing his name so subtly that trying to 
find the signature adds yet another layer to 
the viewer’s experience of the work. “He 
didn’t date it because he intended to do 
more work on it,” Deborah adds. “From the 
time he got up in the morning, that was his 
focus. He’d be thinking about his moves as 
he had his cup of coffee in the morning.” 


Over the next few decades. Young con¬ 
tinued to work on other beautiful under¬ 
water panoramas until about 10 years ago, 
when he could no longer paint because 
of dementia. He finally passed away on 
May 6, 2012. Years before that, though, in 
2008, Deborah paid a visit to SeaWorld 
and began trying to find a way to place 
The Big One somewhere the public might 
view it. Last year, with Wright’s help, she 
approached another Laguna artist, Pat 
Sparkuhl, who was at that time the Fes¬ 
tival of the Arts’ interim exhibits direc¬ 
tor. He won approval from the Festival’s 
board of directors to transport the work 
to Laguna for display this year. 

The painting will remain at the Fes¬ 
tival of the Arts through Aug. 31. From 
there, it’s unclear where the painting 
will go. It could become part of the Fes¬ 
tival’s permanent collection or wind 
up at another suitable location, such as 
the Laguna Art Museum or the Norton 
Simon Museum. “I definitely want it to 
be in a public venue where people can 
see it,” says Deborah. 

Sparkuhl, for one, would love to see The 
Big One remain in Laguna. “His approach 
to doing work that will test your endur¬ 
ance is focused on the fundamental aspect 
of his philosophy on art, to bring out the 
truth of his relationship with the ocean,” 

he says. “It’s a monumental painting_ 

It’s soul.”

Joe Sib’s standup is a 
one-man punk show... 

with no music

I ’m sitting outside SideoneDummy 
Records’ offices with co-founder Joe 
Sib. As he sips his coffee, I soak in all of 
his accolades (it takes awhile). Aside from 
starting the label nearly 20 years ago. Sib 
has played in punk-rock bands his whole 
life. Joey Ramone was at his wedding, for 
fuck’s sake. 

But people age, and for Sib, that meant 
throwing in the towel as a musician. 

After some time away from the stage, he 
yearned to find a way back behind the 
microphone. In addition to hosting the 
radio show Complete Control, which airs 
every Sunday night in seven cities, includ¬ 
ing Los Angeles (via EM 98.7), he toured 
for three years with his successful one- 
man show California Calling. But comedy 
has always been a passion for the punk 
rocker, so he gave standup a whirl. He has 
appeared around the country and started 
the monthly variety show Bare Bones 
Show, currently held at Holl 5 rwood’s Hotel 
Cafe. On Wednesday night. Sib will co¬ 
headline the Irvine Improv stage with 
Jason Collings. From the minute he opens 
his mouth about it, it’s obvious he couldn’t 
be more stoked. 

OC WEEKLY: Was it hard to transition 
from performing music to standup? 

JOE SIB: I really love comedy and 
standup because when it’s going great 
and you get up onstage and connect with 
an audience, it’s so awesome, and it’s no 
different than that feeling I used to get 
when I would look out at the audience 
and see a whole roomful of kids sing¬ 
ing along. The flip side to it is you’re out 
there by yourself, and when it’s not hap¬ 
pening, you feel it more than you’ll ever 
feel it in a band. 

What type of material do you generally write? 
One night, I got up at Largo in Holl 5 rwood, 
and the MC was like, “I just want you to 
go up and talk about what’s going on in 
your life.”

Rebelution thrive on balance and groove in more ways than one

Even if a sad time comes, Fll remain protected 
If I try real hard, Fll regain perspective 
If I look in a straight line and never look back 
Fll be working on the next track 

—from “Comfort Zone” on Peace of 
Mind (2012) 

L yrics such as these by the Santa Bar¬ 
bara roots-reggae outfit Rebelution 
parlay perfectly front man/guitar¬ 
ist Eric Rachmany’s charming essence, a 
centered, yoga-like vibe that seeks salva¬ 
tion through creativity. Fresh off a string 
of festival dates and club shows in Europe 
and back home again, Rachmany’s vibe 
seeps through in a conversation about 
what the band have going on in the 
upcoming months: a North American tour 
and recording their fourth album in LA. 

“I’ve been thinking of the word ‘bal¬ 
ance’ a lot lately,” he says, describing 
his creative headspace over the past few 
months. “Life is a balance. In order to feel 
happy, you have to go through a period of 
sorrow—and the other way around. That 
really is true for us, being on the road a 
lot vs. feeling comfort and stability.” 

Rebelution enjoyed some rare down¬ 
time during the month of July. However, 
August finds them back on the road for 
a strenuous tour of North America with 
fellow neo-reggae acts Matisyahu, Col¬ 
lie Buddz and Zionl. For much of the 
respite, the band fine-tuned songs they 
had written while on the European tour. 
Rachmany says they’re halfway through 
the writing process and hope to be done 
recording by December, and he’s stoked 
about how inspired the band is from their 
time in Europe. “There is lots of roots 


reggae [in Europe],” he says. “Ever 5 rwhere 
has their own kind of twist on it.” 

Rachmany mentions in particular the 
French reggae duo Dub Incorporated, 
with whom he was invited to share a 
stage at a show in Portugal. “One of the 
guys is from Algeria, and you can totally 
hear some of the Arabic infiuence in his 
vocals,” he says. “It was really cool for 
me; I’m Persian, and I really love music 
from that region and the Middle East.” 

The 29-year-old grew up in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Sunset District in a Persian Jewish 
family; his mother and late father were 
both involved in ethnic arts there, and 
he grew up listening to Israeli folk music 
as a kid before getting into guitar as a 
teenager and learning Dave Matthews 
and Sublime songs. While attending 
classes at Santa Barbara City College, he 
would meet his band: bassist Marley D. 
Williams, keyboard player Rory Carey 
and drummer Wesley Finley. Later, the 
four would transfer to UC Santa Barbara, 
going to school and playing the vibrant 
Isla Vista surfer-party scene. 

Of the band’s early guerrilla shows, he 
notes there were “tons of kids walking the 
streets Fridays and Saturdays. We went 
to Home Depot and built a stage, and just 
set up on the street. Our first show was 
all covers: ‘Pawn Shop’ and other classic 
Sublime tunes, ‘Trenchtown Rock’ by Bob 
Marley. We had a great time, and people 
loved it; more people came back the next 
time. We had to shut down after a while 
because it got too crazy.” 

Unlike many young party bands, Rebe¬ 
lution were able to translate their live 
energy onto their breakout 2007 LP, Cour¬ 


age to Grow, a huge hit among area party 
kids, Mendocino marijuana farmers 
and reggaeheads worldwide. The self- 
produced album won an iTunes award 
and reached No. 4 on Billboard’s reggae 
charts. “It grew gradually,” he says. “We 
never had a breakthrough or anything, 
and it still is happening. We’ve put in a lot 
of work, and it’s awesome.” 

Rebelution are still primarily a live act. 
“We’ve only been in the studio a total of a 
month and a half for all four records, but 
we’ve been on the road, playing onstage 
for nine years,” he says. “Our live set is so 
much more developed. To me, it doesn’t 
matter how people get our music—they 
can download it for free—and I think if 
they really enjoy the music, they’ll find a 
way to support it somehow. If they want 
to buy the album, I see that as a donation 
to the band. It’s not like back in the day.” 

Rachmany’s obvious personal fulfill¬ 
ment transcends any monetary metric. 
And while he clowns on himself via Twit¬ 
ter for being 29 and living with his mom, 
he wouldn’t trade music for any job in 
the world. 

“Success should be measured by how 
much love you give to people,” he says. 
“Sometimes, I have to remind myself of 
this because there are so many dollar signs 
in the industry, and people get distracted. 
Writing about it helps me stay on course.”

Ballad of 
a Whistleblower 

T o me, privacy means self-respect; 

respect for others; the opportunity 
to live in a safety zone of free thought, 
behavior and expression. Intruding on oth¬ 
ers' privacy is justified to prevent or stop 
abuse, criminality and/or clanger. But in a 
healthy, balanced social order, privacy is 
what every person has a reasonable right 
to expect from family, friends, strangers, 
the press, the workplace, the public and 
the government. Privacy is addressed in 
the Fourth Amendment. 

To me, secrecy implies subterfuge, 
shame, criminality, amoral or unethical 
behavior, corruption, etc. Secrecy is often 
invoked "for the common good" or "secu¬ 
rity." The corporate/government elites 
expect and demand that all of their activi¬ 
ties, public and private, be protected by 
multilayered, total secrecy. What are the 
secrets they don't want us to know? 

As Edward Snowden leaked, we no lon¬ 
ger have a right to any privacy. The elites 
know everything people are doing, think¬ 
ing and communicating to one another. 
Meta-data is gathered and shared by the 
NSA, Fusion Centers, the IRS, the DHS, 

FBI and the CIA. Taxpayer-funded, pri¬ 
vate, ultra-high-tech robo-mercenaries, 
weapons and devices surround the elites.

Sebadoh might’ve taken 14 years to release new 
material, but they’re glad they waited

T he Sebadoh reunion tour has sol¬ 
diered on at a snail’s pace for nearly 
a decade, so, fittingly, the band 
churned out fresh material nearly 14 years 
after their last release. “The next step is to 
play new songs to keep it interesting for 
us,” lead singer Lou Barlow says humbly 
“And it’s a nice gesture for people who care 
about the band.” 

Getting back into his Sebadoh headspace 
is no challenge for Barlow. It takes 30 min¬ 
utes, tops, he says, despite the long spurts 
of time he goes without playing with his 
band mates. Sebadoh have toured sans new 
material since 2004, staying “semi-active,” 
as Barlow calls it, by playing a few shows 
yearly for devoted fans. 

Joining Barlow (moonlighting bassist for 
Dinosaur Jr.) are Jason Loewenstein and 
drummer Bob D’Amico, a recent addition. 
(The latter two do double duty as backing 
band for Brooklyn sibling duo the Fiery 
Furnaces.) Sebadoh went on hiatus in 2001 
as its members concentrated on various 
side projects. For instance, Barlow was 
half of “Natural One” duo the Folk Implo¬ 
sion, which saw chart success thanks to 
the soundtrack for the 1995 film Kids and 
remained together until 2004. A founding 
member of Dinosaur Jr., Barlow was kicked 
out in 1989 (see 199rs “The Freed Pig” on 
Sebadoh III), but he rejoined J. Mascis in 
2005 when the band reunited. 

The last batch of Sebadoh music was 
1999’s The Sebadoh, much to the dismay 
of the influential indie rock band’s fervent 
fans. But all that changed last year when 
Sebadoh quietly released the EP Secret 
on their Bandcamp. Inching toward the 
release of a full-length from the same ses¬ 
sions, Defend Yourself, out on Joyful Noise 
Sept. 17, Sebadoh stop by the Constellation 
Room in Santa Ana on Sunday. 

For Defend Yourself, there was no label 
support, no big-reunion-album pressure 
from A&R guys, just a casual vibe between 
three old friends with the know-how to 
write and record beautiful music together 
at Barlow’s LA home. Fans can expect 


the classic Sebadoh sound, the ongoing 
conversation between Barlow and band 
referencing everything from early hardcore 
punk to Captain Beefheart and the Cocteau 
Twins—even a little country. 

“We finished the record on our own 
before we even introduced it to other 
people,” Barlow says. “It was sort of like, 
‘Here it is. Take it or leave it.’” The album’s 
artwork arrived at the label on a sketchpad 
via FedEx. 

Barlow and Loewenstein finished their 
vocals individually at home. Barlow’s lyrical 
inspiration came from his recent split from 
his wife of 25 years, which parallels his time 
with Sebadoh. And while the words are 
biographical, he keeps things vague enough 
to shelter his private life. “It’s definitely 
referring to something very specific for me, 
but the words are very general,” Barlow 
says when asked if he’s comfortable baring 
his soul. “I don’t know why anyone thinks 
it’s extraordinary, especially how indie rock 
has been evolving since the 1990s—bands 
such as Bright Eyes really bring you into the 
really uncomfortable details and make you 
sweat it out with them.” 

For the first time in 14 years, the band 
are playing songs unfamiliar to fans. “The 
way I was introduced to music—like, if I 
were seeing Husker Dii in the ’80s, they 
always played whatever their next record 
was,” Barlow says. “You showed up and 
were like, ‘I hope they play this and that,’ 
but they never did. It was kind of a thing 
bands did back then, before you would 
even call it indie rock. It was like they owed 
it to their fans to play the next step.” 

But Barlow and company are happy to 
relive their glory days, as well as offer some 
nibbles of the new stuff They’re always up 
for a gracious gesture.

P op songstress Stacy Clark greets an 
early-morning telephone call with the 
unlikely combination of grogginess and 
upbeat charm. In a whirlwind of conversa¬ 
tion that spans her career and upbringing, 
the 32-year-old musician contemplates the 
virtues of the caffeinated beverage made 
from the Brazilian yerba mate plant while 
shushing her two small dogs, who are vying 
for her attention. Though the New York 
native got her start in Buffalo, she has been 
working for a shot at the big time from the 
moment she arrived in Southern California 
nearly a decade ago. 

Full of pride and overflowing with work 
ethic, Clark relentlessly perseveres in a 
business that often withholds stability. 

She recorded her first album at age 17 and 
interned at recording studios during her 
senior year, working two jobs to sustain 
the cost of making her own music. She 
bounced from label to label, intermittently 
acting as her own booking agent, manager 
and record label. Now signed to the EMI 
Records offshoot Harbour Records, Clark 
gears up for the dizzying yet gratifying 
experience of releasing her sixth full-length 
album, due in December. Her just-released 
EP, Days Into Nights, will foreshadow the 
later full-length and serve as a catalyst for 
her August residency at the Constellation 
Room. What's admirable about the indie- 
pop artist is her unwillingness to compro¬ 
mise her identity, as well as her ability to 


stay optimistic while moving forward in an 
industry that's not exactly reliable. 

OC WEEKLY; You've been in Orange 
County for almost 10 years? 

STACY CLARK: I moved here in 2004. 
Orange County is home; it's the longest 
place I've lived in since Buffalo. 

Was it challenging to drive your own 
career so far away from home? 

Yes, it's always hard to be away from your 
family and those you love. It helped that I 
was raised by a very strong mother. She 
taught me to work hard for what I wanted; 

I feel very thankful for that. I don't know 
how, as a single mother, she raised two 
girls while working full-time—to me, that's 
crazy. As tough as the music business and 
rejection can be, there are situations in life 
that are always much tougher. 

Days Into Nights, released Aug. 8, is a pre¬ 
cursor to a full-length, right? 

Yes, [the full-length] is called Symmetry. I 
can't say what's going to be on it because 
that's going to change. I've been doing 
some co-writes. I always write all my own 
lyrics, but sometimes I'll do co-writes on 
the music side. Most songs you hear on 
the radio are co-written—they're not just 
written by one person. I used to think, "I 
haven't been playing the guitar for 15 years 
to not write songs on my own!" The more 
experience I have, the more I realize I don't 
have to prove that I can play the guitar. It's 
okay to co-write, and actually, you get a 
good product out of it.... I'm excited to get 
the record out. 

How does it feel to be working with a 
label again? 

I'm super-excited! They're really letting 
me be me.

Straight Into the 
Tin Lizzie 


Smiles, singing and laughter abound at 
OC’s ‘premier gay and lesbian bar’ 


T here are dives, and then there are gay 
dives. Small, candlelit bars, such as 
the Tin Lizzie Saloon in Costa Mesa, 
which is decorated with such flashy class as 
velvet-accented crimson wall paper, a disco 
ball and chandelier. Diana Ross and Sim¬ 
ian Mobile Disco blares from the Internet 
jukebox, not beer-soaked staples “Chicken 
Fried” and “I Love This Bar.” Classic films 
play on the flat-screens, not sports. 

Tin Lizzie is tucked away just far enough 
from the ultra-hip shopping centers off 
nearby Bristol that it holds its own identity 
and is not swallowed up by LAB or CAMP 
culture. It has been around since the ’50s 
and was revamped after coming under the 
ownership of the Memphis Group, which 
includes Detroit Bar and Memphis Cafe. 

I walked in at 8:45 p.m. on a Tuesday, and 
all but two seats were taken at the bar, with 
a few groups of guys scattered about the 
room—a decent showing for a weeknight, I 
thought. We took the two open seats at the 
bar and ordered two of the 17 bottled beers 
(three domestics on tap) from the friendly 
male bartender who was working solo that 
night. I gazed in awe at their ample liquor 
selection along the back wall. 

The jukebox bounced between modern 
EDM songs from artists such as Major 
Lazer and vintage karaoke tunes when 
ABBA came on. “Yeah! ‘Mamma Mia’!” a 
patron yelled out. 

“I actually hate this song,” our bar¬ 
tender said. 

As the night went on, the room filled 
steadily, and what I thought was a decent 
showing for a weeknight turned into a 
virtual Friday night. At first, I was the only 
female there, but as the night progressed, 
the male/female ratio evened out. Custom¬ 
ers were better-dressed than at many other 
dives. In fact, I was one of the few bums 
wearing a T-shirt and jeans, surrounded by 
those in ties and collared shirts. 

Laughter, smiles and singing were com¬ 
monplace. Everyone was socializing; no 
one was sitting alone. One guy jumped in

another man’s 
arm as soon as he 
arrives, exclaim¬ 
ing, “My baby!” 

As the crowd 
grew, so did my 
appreciation of 
the bartender’s 
service. He was 
the only bartender 
working on a very 
packed weeknight 
and still served 

us with speed and care, taking time to help 
me figure out what I wanted. I’ve had bar¬ 
tenders tell me to “order something easier” 
because they were too busy, but this guy did 
the exact opposite. 

I asked him to make me what he enjoyed 
making, and he told me I should try the 
Medusa. He returned with a pint glass filled 
with rum, Malibu, 99 Bananas, Midori, 
pineapple and orange juices, and two cher¬ 
ries. I took one sip and knew I was in trou¬ 
ble. Tropical and refreshing, this was gonna 
go down faster than me after seven shots of 
Sailor Jerry’s. 

The regular men’s room/ladies’ room 
rules don’t really apply here; men will wait 
in line for either. Stories of semen on some¬ 
one’s face and long, passionate make-out 
sessions are par for the course and just part 
of the genuine, carefi:-ee, fun atmosphere 
the bar fosters. 

By 11 p.m., it was getting hard to hear 
over the Top 40 soundtrack and crowded 
chatter. My ride was getting sleepy, so we 
decided to wrap it up. As we walked out 
to our car on St. Clair Street, the group of 
young men smoking outside began sing¬ 
ing my favorite Whitney Houston song, 
“How Will I Know,” and it even sounded 
in tune. Awesome.
